Budget totals were 
$109,270 for 
the recreation department, $138,275 
for parks development. $126,657 for 
park maintenance; and $86,555 for 
street tree maintenance 
Each department had requested 
more

funds 
than 
it 
received last year. The biggest 
difference 
was 
in 
the 
park 
development budget. For the 1973-74 
fiscal year, it received $19,300 
An 
item of $100,000 of this 
department’s new budget request 
goes for the development of the 
proposed 
community 
facility 
building at Ryon Park 
The recreation department has 
requested less funds than it did last 
year. It asked for $111,790 a year 
ago, down about $2500 
The 1973-74 fiscal budget requests 
and approvals went this way. the 
recreation department requested 
$111,790, received $101, 395 the park 
development 
requested 
$135,535, 
received $19,300; park maintenance 
requested 
$116,715,

There are no budget requests this 
year for additional manpower, al­

congressmen, the judiciary and top 
federal appointees 
The panel’s action, coming two 
days after the Senate Post Office 
Committee 
voted 
to 
eliminate 
Congress from the pay raise, would 
have to be voted in by the full House 
before March 9 to have any effect. 
Nixon proposed in his budget in 
January to increase the $42,500 a 
year congressional pay by 24 per 
cent over three years, to a final 
level of $52,800 in 1976 
Top federal appointees including 
judges but 
not Supreme Court 
justices also would get the 24 per 
cent boost over three years. Cabinet 
members and the Supreme Court 
would get a one-time raise on Jan. 1, 
1975. 
Congress has 30 days—until March 
9—for either the Senate or House to 
vote to kill or change the proposed 
raises. The Senate planned to take 
up its committee resolution on 
Friday. 
Sen' Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., 
chairman of the Senate committee, 
said today he will propose that his 
panel’s resolution be changed to 
provide for a one time 5.4 per cent 
raise for everyone involved in the 
Nixon proposal, including congress­ 
men.

members

proposed raises.

Despite cold rainy weather over 
much of the country, with snow in 
some areas, polling officials called

Heath and Labor party leader 
Harold Wilson, accompanied by his 
wife Mary, both voted early at 
different polling stations in the

Heath waved to onlookers and 
Wilson gave a thumbs-up sign as 
they emerged from the polling 
stations. 
Soon afterwards Heath left for 
suburban Sidcup, where he was 
running for reelection. Wilson and 
Mrs. Wilson flew to Liverpool to 
hear the results early Friday at 
Huyton, a working class suburb of 
the port city where he was running.

Party officials said one reason for 
the heavy morning turnout may 
have been that millions of British 
workers are on a three-day work 
week as a result of the coal mines 
crisis. 


An opinion Research Center poll 
in the London Evening Standard 
gave the Conservatives 39.7 per 
cent, Harold Wilson’s Labor party 
36.7 per cent and the Liberals 21.2 
percent.

The center said if its prediction 
proved correct, it would give the 
Conservatives a lead of 50-70 seats 
over Labor in the new Parliament 
but only a slim overall majority if 
the Liberals do well.

Full diplomatic relations 
resumed by U.S./ Egypt 


CAIRO (U PI I — President Anwar 
Sadat announced today that the 
United 
States 
and 
Egypt 
have 
resumed full diplomatic relations 
At the same time, he publicly 
praised U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry A 
Kissinger and advised 
Syria to work out with him a 
military disengagement with Israel. 


Sadat said he had extended an 
invitation to President Nixon to visit 
Egypt. 
"I expect President Nixon to 
come, but no date has been fixed 
yet,” Sadat said 


Egypt 
severed 
diplom atic 
relations with Washington early in 
the 1967 Six Day War with a charge 
U.S. 6th Fleet aircraft had helped 
the Israelis destroy the Arab air 
forces. 
That 
charge 
was 
later 
retracted but relations remained 
broken for seven years. 


A joint announcement in Cairo and 
Washington said the two countries 
"express the hope that this step will 
develop and strengthen relaxation 
between 
their 
countries 
and 
contribute substantially to better 
mutual understanding and coop­ 
eration ” 
Anticipating 
the

an­ 
nouncement by an hour, Sadat stood 
beside Kissinger on the terrace of a

Nixon to veto emergency 
energy bill of Congress 


W A S H IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
President Nixon said today that he 
would veto an emergency energy 
bill passed by Congress. 
He said it would result in longer 
gas lines and compulsory gasoline 
rationing —“ and that, we’re not 
going to have.” 
Nixon, 
speaking 
to 
a 
Young 
Republican Leadership conference 
at the Shoreham Hotel, said the 
answer 
to 
the 
nation’s energy 
problem would be to act on other 
legislation 
he 
had 
proposed 
to 
increase the energy supplies. 
“ The bill passed by the Congress 
will result in longer gas lines and 
would result in compulsory gasoline 
rationing for the country, and that 
we re not going to have,” Nixon 
said. 
“ I 
shall 
veto 
that 
bill,” 
he 
declared 
The President called the bill 
—given final congressional approval 
Wednesday by the House —“ well 
intentioned,” but said a provision to 
roll back oil prices would cause 
longer instead of shorter gasoline 
waiting lines. 


“ It would be better,” Nixon said, 
“ for the Congress to act on the 
proposals 
we 
have 
before 
them—some of them for a very long 


time—to increase the supply of 
energy .” 


The energy bill was approved by 
the Senate by a margin of more than 
two to one, and Sen. Henry M 
Jackson, D-Wash , its chief sponsor, 
has predicted the Senate will vote to 
override the veto But the margin of 
passage in the House was less than 
two to one. 


Gasoline lines which Nixon said 
would get longer under the disputed

were

long 
today—especially in metropolitan 
areas—and motorists will see prices 
go up starting Friday.

denounced

emergency gasoline plan and said 
maldistribution is as serious a local 
fuel problem as any 
Beattie called "unworkable" a 
state request of the county Board of 
Supervisors to implement a “ state 
of emergency“ plan for “ more 
orderly consumer purchasing of 
gasoline ” The board agreed and 
voted 3-1 Tuesday not to declare a 
state of emergency in the county 
“ I think it’s damned inconvenient 
for people to have to wait in line for 
gas,” Beattie said “ But it’s not an 
emergency ” The board, he said, 
joined several other counties in 
turning down the state program 
because "We couldn t determine 
what the hell good it would do 
"In my opinion, 
he said, "an 
emergency situation does not exist 
If people were able to get all the gas 
they wanted when they wanted it. 
you wouldn’t save any gas at all 
The 
supervisor 
said 
poor 
distribution of gas is apparent at 
many 
levels. 
The 
federal 
government, 
for 
example, 
is 
limiting gas station allotments to 
sales-per-month 
percentages 
of 
1972, he said Since the first half of 
that year marked a mild recession 
with lower gas sales, he said, we are 
now being forced to relive that 
recession. 
Also Beattie said, gas stations in 
Buellton are “ overflowing 
with 
gasoline 
because 
their 
freeway 
sales were high in 1972 but long 
distance auto traffic has recently 
fallen way off 
They refuse deliveries he said, 
and have had to send full tanker 
trucks back to Los Angeles while 
agencies like the Buellton county 
fire station have run out of gasoline 
Gas station owners who sell their 
monthly allotments as fast as they 
can and then take the rest of the 
time off, Beattie said, are also 
hampering 
even 
distribution, 
though, he said, most ration their 
own sales in order to stay open all 
month 
Panic gas buying by motorists 
who wait in line to buy 98 cents of 
gas 
is 
also 
aggravating 
the 
situation, the supervisor pointed 
out, adding that a recent survey of 
local and Santa Barbara gas stations 
revealed that half of ail gasoline 
customers are just topping their 
tanks with four gallons or less. 
The state emergency plan, the 
supervisor criticized, lacks both 
machinery for enforcement and 
legally 
required 
funding. 
The 
county, he added,doesn t even have 
a provision for declaring a state of 
emergency. 
The state plan would prohibit 
gasoline from being sold to vehicles 
whose tanks are more than half full 
though, Beattie says, it does not 
provide for a method of enforcing 
this. Autos with odd numbers as the 
last digits of their license plates 
would alternate gas buying days 
with cars with even last numbers, 
with zero considered even and 
personalized, all-letter plates odd. 
The plan would make it against the 
law for a station to pump gas into a 
caron its off day. 
Beattie said that the county board 
favors the alternate days method 
and would cooperate with a state 
program implementing it. But, he 
said, senate bill 90, now a law, 
requires the state government to 
pay for all programs they impose 
upon county governments And the 
state, he said, has provided no funds 
for this one.

Smith to seek questions to find answers 


<Editor's Note This is the ninth in a series i

To Walter Smith, there's only one major issue in 
Tuesday's Lompoc City Council election and that is 
removing the barriers between that governing panel and 
the people And this first time candidate promises more 
• personal’ and ‘ individual’' city government if elected to 
one of three council seats on Tuesday, March 5 
Smith, 29. is also specific about his promises to support a 
teen center for area youth and to work to rid the city of 
public nuisances 
The candidate, a range safety analyst for Federal 
Electric Company, lives at 1341 West Loquat Ave with 
Karen, his wife of four years, and their daughter, 
Kimberley Daun, four He has a been a Lompoc resident for 
the past 15 years except for an army tour in Thailand during 
the Indochina war, a chapter of his life kept in mind by 
oriental statuettes displayed in glass cases on his living 
room television set 
It disturbed him to observe the people's way of life in 
Thailand, he said 
"When I came home, I just looked at my country And 
people do have problems here and somebody is going to be 
in the position to make the laws, to change the laws, to 
Sjvem people.' he expressed. "Now, there s no setpattern 
at says who are going to be these people 
And so then, if 
I’m so concerned about helping people, why shouldn 11 try 
to be one of the persons making the laws, changing the 
laws." 
Smith does not classify himself as a professional 
politician or, if elected, even a second term hopeful With 
an almost pure grass roots philosophy, which he stressed in 
place of specific issues, the candidate believes that city 
government should be guided by the mass of individual 
people and that the individual citizen shouldn’t have to 
move 
mountains 
to 
make 
his 
suggestions 
heard 
"Professional politicians" 
and those currying for 
reelection, Smith also feels, expose and often compromise 
themselves to influences other than from the public 
"A person who doesn't expect to win next time," Smith 
framed, "is in a better position because if he doesn't expect 
to win next time, then he can go in and do things for the 
majority of the people of the country And it’s my opinion 
that the majority of the people do not elect the officials of 
the country It s the very few echelon of the people because 
it takes a lot of money. ’ 
Promising to keep in very close contact with the people if 


elected, through personal and media contact. Smith s^iid 
that with him in office, public affairs on the council would 
be on a more personal basis " 
"It would be a more individual basis." he added "It s not 
i wouldn t be > that you come up with an idea and then have 
to take it upon yourself to canvass your community to get 
other people to agree with you. you see This stifles a lot of 
people " A single person with a suggestion is as worth 
listening to as a councilman. Smith believes, and he 
promises he would 
"If I judge his thoughts to be honestly in the interests of 
Lompoc, then his word is good enough, you know0 Right 
now, the way I feel about it the average person, the reason 
why they don't take so much interest in politics is because 
it involves too much," he said, "you know0" 
Smith observed that present members of the council 
enjoy a large publicity advantage over first time 
candidates because anything a councilman does is likely to 
be newsworthy just because it’s him that is doing it Smith 
would, he said, use the airways and other media to urge the 
people "to come and talk" if elected 
The candidate, who lists no current local organization 
memberships, 
is 
ambivalent 
about 
industrial 
and 
commercial growth in the valley and said he would "have 
to do a lot more searching" to arrive at answers. 
"Lompoc is a small town." he set out. "A lot of people 
came here because it was a small town A lot of people left 
L A , left San Francisco and all these big places to come to 
Lompoc They want it to stay small OK. now. with these 
people coming in here, even younger people coming here 
because it’s a small town, they’re raising families. OK, and 
so our population is going up with nothing more than the 
people that are here, you know So the place is growing and 
we need the jobs " 
"With growth," he said, "you have to think about these 
things also how much are you willing to sacrifice0 Do you 
like Lompoc as a nice, quiet small town or do you want to 
turn it into Los Angeles0" 
The candidate’s well-cushioned living room in the Loquat 
Avenue house he's buying is done brightly with turquoise 
furniture, challenging orange — dominated paintings and 
wrought iron a recurrent wall theme But Smith, a casual, 
soft spoken man, prefers his leatherette bean bag to the 
more sumptuous sofa for unwinding after a day's work on 
base. He is also a third year student of criminal justice at 
La Verne College and considers fishing his main free time 
love, even over photography and motorcycling 
“ I like to fish," he said, "right now we re going off the 
rocks, mostly going for Ling Cod, Rock Bass and like that "

For this there must be sound work 
and training programs. Nothing is 
more debilitating to a human than to 
be locked up in idleness. 
And Post is right in opposing the

drop in the bucket. It wouldn't begin 


to solve the problem but would only 
call for more spending It would be a 
constant pouring of good money 
after bad. 
Procunier, however, is wrong in 
maintaining that “ Q 
should be 
rebuilt at San Quentin He says it is 
the best location in the state. He is 
thinking in terms of the convenience 
of those who want to visit inmates. 
But not all of the inmates are from 
surrounding 
communities. 
Many 
have few, if any visitors. And, it 
never has been established that 
visitors are all that important to 
rehabilitation. Some inmates would 
probably do better without them. 


Anyway, travel today is not all 
that difficult. Vacaville is as close to 
many in the bay area as “ Q ”. 
Folsom and Soledad aren t that 
much farther. 
While the building of a new prison 
today would cost in excess of $25,000 
per inmate, the replacement of “Q' 
need not be that costly. Accepting

alternatives. Besides, if one were to 
propose its building in that location 
today it would never get approval of 
the environmental impact agencies.
